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Elba Police Chief withdraws resignation

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
withdrew his resignation Monday 
night after the city council assured 
him individually and with two for- 
mal motions that he had their sup- 
port to do his job in accordance with 
the Code of Alabama and without 
other individuals telling Elba police 
officers what to do. 

The chief had suddenly resigned 
last Friday. Parker explained to the 
city council that he turned in his uni- 
forms and dropped his badge on the 
desk of the payroll clerk and in- 
structed her to remove him from the 
payroll, 

Addressing the city council Mon- 
day night, Parker said he was suf- 
fering police stress and bumout. He 
added, “I have had friends and peo- 
ple I think a lot of interfering and 
telling police officers what to do and 
how to do it.” 

Parker continued, “We don’t need 


but one chief of police. If these peo- 
ple want to be chief, let them put on 
the badge full time...” 

His comments to the council were 
delivered with refrain and from 
handwritten notes. He included at 
least two jokes to make his point of a 
need for cooperation between mem- 
bers of the city government. 

Parker said he had been proud to 
be the chief of police and had only 
been successful due to the coop- 
eration of council and mayor. 

Continuing his comments, Parker 
said, “Don’t come to the police de- 
partment and give orders. Don’t call 
the police to your place of business 
and give him orders. Let’s talk about 
it.” He added, It is not proper for a 
councilman, city clerk or mayor to 
give orders to police officers.” 

“T don’t want anyone to ask me 
for a favor, because I don’t do that,” 
Parker said, citing cases of traffic 
tickets disappearing only to reappear 
when he started asking questions ... 
and then disappearing again before 
he found them again and finally got 


the cases to court. 

He told the council members 
there is still a gang problem in Elba. 
He specifically cited the Mulberry 
Heights area and said unfortunately 
the gang is still charge in that area 
and, “I don’t like it.”. 

Parker told the council of a 
church leader in Clanton who de- 
clared there would be no gang activ- 
ity in that town and made it stick, He 
added, “In Elba, AL, I have yet to 
see a leader with this type backbone, 
If he is there, I want to meet him, I 
want to work with him. This police 
department wants to work with him. 

In response to a question from 
Council member Earl McCollough, 
Parker noted that a chain of com- 
mand was there and needed to be 
followed. He explained that the 
council was his boss ... collectively. 
His instructions and those for his de- 
partment should come from the may- 
or on a day to day basis. However he 
stressed they should come to him or 
the supervisor on duty and not to in- 
dividual officers or radio operators. 


Council discusses water, drainage & law suits

The Elba City Council promised 
Monday night see that Charlie Marl- 
er’s water is checked. He told the 
council it wasn’t fit to drink and 
Mayor Ricky Haywood promised 
him the proper people would be in- 
formed and would be checking his 
water. 

Mrs. Sara Moody, who lives on 
Packing House Road, was told street 
department crews were working with 
county and state officials to solve 
her drainage problem. Operations 
Officer Henry Clark agreed that her 
problem was caused by blocking a 
culvert when work was done to wid- 
en the highway. 

Sam Huggins of Ward Bell Com- 
munications presented the council 


with cost estimates on installing a 
complete back-up communications 
system on top of the Elba police de- 
partment. A motion by council mem- 
ber Earl McCollough was approved 


indicating the council would take 
bids on the project if they decided to 
go forward with it. 

The council went into executive 
session to discuss a settlement offer 
in both the Ricky Mularz and James 
Simmons wrongful firing lawsuits. 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan re- 
minded the city fathers they each 
had copies of the proposal and sug- 
gested they might want the executive 
session to discuss the matter. 

On a 4-2 vote, Council member 
Bill Brunson’s motion to go into ex- 
ecutive session passed. Opposing the 
closed session was Council member 
Brad Wilson and Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. 

Following the executive session, 
the council moved on to other busi- 
ness without any public comment. 

At the end of the meeting, Wilson 
read several paragraphs from council 
member handbooks. He reminded 
the other members that they have 
been told several times there is a 
communications problem between 
the elected officials of Elba. 


Wilson urged better communica- 
tions. 

Discussion of a letter received by 
the city concerning improper use of 
handicapped parking spaces ended 
with a statement by Assistant Chief 
Maxwell Hooks that the police could 
handle that problem with existing 
laws. 

The council gave verbal approval 
to participate in a ADECA spon- 
sored program to hire extra flood 
clean up help under a federally fund- 
ed program. 

A special called meeting of the 
council will be held Monday night at 
7:00 p.m. to review the financial 
status of the City and study revenue 
and expense projections. 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
noted there was not enough money 
in the bank to make payroll this 
week, 

Haywood said the bookkeeper 
had told him the City could make 
payroll by delaying payment of the 
monthly bills approved for payment 
last week. 


Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked Parker, ‘Can these prob- 
lems be worked out?” 

When Parker said he would be 
proud to be the chief if things could 
be worked out, Yelverton made 4 
motion that passed unanimously. It 
was, “The council is on record that 
the police chief do the job he was 
hired for in accordance with the 
Code of Alabama.” 

Parker told the group, “It needs to 
be understood I am the Chief of Po- 
lice. If anything is wrong, bring it to 
my attention, don’t give my men or- 
ders.” He explained that instructions 
might be given to some new em- 
ployee who didn’t know the law and 
“The last thing that we need is this 
city in another lawsuit.” 

The second motion was made by 
Council member Bill Brunson to of- 
ficially reappoint Parker as police 
chief. He said the action was to clear 
up any potential problem with Park- 
er’s earlier resignation. This motion 
also passed unanimously. Brunson 
also advised Parker, “Tell your men 
they take orders from you and only 
you.

Landfill Water Project contract awarded

The Landfill Water Project is one 
step closer to becoming a reality. In 
Monday morning’s bi-monthly meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion, Commissioners tentatively ac- 
cepted Big Warrior Construction’s 
low bid to install the water system. 

Big  Warrior’s bid was 
$214,157.26 to install the water lines 
up AL Highway 167 to supply water 
to residents living in the area of the 
new landfill. 

In addition to the water line to 
supply residents there will be a line 
installed in the landfill. The contrac- 
tor will install that line at a cost of 
$9,114.80. 

The system will have 8" mains 
with the water being supplied by the 


City of Elba. 

There were three options placed 
on the bid list. They were as follows: 
Option 1: The supply lines were to 
consist of 6" mains with Elba sup- 
plying the water. This system 
would not have been adequate for 

providing fire protection. 

Option 2: In this option, the mains 

were to be 8" in diameter with 

Elba supplying the water. This 

system would be adequate for fire 

protection. . 

Option 3: This system would con- 

sist of a combination of 6" and 3" 

water mains with the New Hope 

Water System supplying the wa- 

ter, This system would not pro- 

vide fire protection. 

The commission elected to accept 

the bid on the installation of Option 
2. Commissioners Lawrence Creel 


and Jack Hanson casted the lone dis- 
senting votes. 

In making the motion to take Op- 
tion 2, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens added that the county’s match- 
ing funds, $91,972.06, is to come 
from the landfill’s budget. 

The majority of the commission 
noted that by going with Option 2, 
the system will provide residents not 
only with good drinking water, but 
fire protection as well. It will also al- 
low for future growth in the area. 

During Monday’s meeting, mem- 
bers of the commission did a little 
“road commissionering.” 

Jimmy Salter appeared before the 
commission to register complaints 
concerning Co. Rd. 253.

She lives in a splendor that is in 
sharp contrast to her public image. 
She eats a special diet of tasteful, 
specially prepared food in a setting 
which befits one accustomed to the 
better things of life and is usually 
seen in the company of another eld- 
erly lady. This home is on the out- 
skirts of Elba, on a farm with a pic- 
turesque setting. 

The setting includes a nice two 
story brick main house with a family 
dog and a new puppy, the ac- 
companying out buildings and a fish 
pond with ducks swimming around. 
All this is plainly visible from the 
front of the house. Lush pastures 
with quality beef cattle grazing con- 
tentedly in the belly deep green grass 


help paint a placid picture of rural 
America. as 


A breeze blows cooling fresh air 
briskly up the hill and in the face of 
the occupants of the swing on the 

rch of the frame cabin which over- 
ooks all this splendor. The setting 
has potential for multiple Norman 


Rockwell paintings, both in subject 
and quality. 

The gathering of news media was 
planned to talk about the one living 
in sharp contrast to her public image. 
The conversation on the porch soon 
turns to her life story and the man 
anecdotes dealing with those wi 
whom she has crossed paths during 
her life, including 22 years of dis- 
tinguished service in the U, S. Army. 

Unladylike, but consistently, she 
turns her backside to anyone walk- 
ing up to her. “She” is the mule 
Buckshot, the former mascot of the 
U. S. Military Academy at West 
Point. Her military trainer says she 
never could be broken from the habit 
of spinning around and attempting tc 
kick anyone approaching her. He 
Suspects she was abused in her earl 
years and kicking was her only e 
fective defense. 

Mules are famous for their stub-

their own, The abuse could have 
come from an early owner or trainer, 
There is an often repeated statement 
that to get a mule’s attention, you 
first hit 1t real hard between the eyes 
with a 2 X 4 scantling! 

Buckshot presently resides in to- 
tal retirement on the Taylor Mill 
Road farm of Dr, and Mrs, Kenneth 
Strong. It has been her home since 
her retirement from active military 
duty in 1986. She shares barn space, 
etc. with an elderly quarter horse, 
Dixie. 

Her advancing age, for a mule ex- 
tremely old at 35, brings the related 


problems inherit to it, Gray hairs 
around the mouth and nose, teeth 
dropping out or having to be pulled, 
joints which are slower to bend and 
muscles which resist activity, are all 
symptoms which Buckshot exhibits. 
Yet she still manages to trot up from 
whatever spot in the pasture fate has 
taken her when Strong’s truck rattles 
across the cattle gap. She also comes 


at a lope at the sound of a familiar 
voice or the gate near the feed bin 
opening. 

This mule can also trip the main 
latch on the gate, open the lid on the 
old chest type freezer which holds 
the feed and eat to her heart's con- 
tent. Even though a mule is usually 
smart enough not to founder by over- 


eating, this trick of hers has required ' 


a double latch system on the gate. 
The double latches are occasionally 
not fully utilized, much to Buck- 
shot’s delight, 

Cadet Kenneth Strong (now Gen- 
eral Kenneth Strong, U.S. Army Re- 
serve) was the onginal trainer for 
this, the first mare mule ever serving 
as an official mascot of the military 
academy, The year was 1964 and the 


young cadet was a sophomore at 
“The Point.” 

The owner of the famous Broad- 
moor Hotel in Colorado Springs, CO 
had given the young mule to the Air 
Force Academy, The Academy, with 
falcons as mascots, didn’t know 
what they could do with a mule and 
offered her as a gift to the cadets at 
West Point. 

Mules had been used extensively 
as pack animals by the U. S. military 
throughout history. However by 
1964 there were no active cavalry 
units and pack mules had been re- 
placed by trucks and helicopters, 

The call went out at The Point for 
someone (anyone) who knew what 
to do with a young headstrong mule. 
At that time there was no riding ac- 
tivity of any type taking place at 
West Point. Later a riding club was 
formed, horses provided and cadets 
now compete regularly with other 
equestrian clubs. 

Strong had been riding horses for 
years. He spent several years during 
his high school days on regular after- 
noon training rides with a group of 
military cadets in Bolivia. He was 
living in Bolivia while his father was 
serving well, the U. S. State De- 
partment and just started tagging 
along with the cadets, That country 
still maintained active military cav- 
alry units, due to the mountainous

AL employers 
unable to work due 
to flood offered relief 


Alabama employers unable to op- 
erate because of Alberto’s storms 
and flooding may be granted some 
relief on their unemployment insu- 
rance taxes, according to Lenora W. 
Pate, Director of the Alabama De- 
partment of Industrial Relations. 

A bill passed by the Alabama 
Legislature in 1990 specifically re- 
quires that employers not be charged 
with those claims for unemployment 
benefits that are filed because the 
company is unable to operate as a di. 
rect result of a federally declared dis- 
aster. 

“Only the employers located in 
Alabama’s eight-county disaster area 
are affected by this law,” said Pate. 
These include Barbour, Coffee, Cov- 
ington, Dale, Geneva, Henry, Hous- 
ton, and Randolph Counties.

He was later told that his message 
was transmitted to the highway de- 
partment by the sheriff department's 
dispatcher, 

Sheriff Mickey Counts, who was 
at the meeting, first apologized to 
Salter if his call for help was mis- 
handled by his department. He then 
assured him that members of his 
staff are instructed to answer ALL 
calls regardless of their nature - even 
if they seem unimportant. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel also offered an apology to 
Salter for the breakdown in commu- 
nication conceming his problem. 

In response to Salter, Pool stated 
that he was unaware that his plea for 
help had gone unanswered. 

Concerning the condition of the 
road, Pool said, “There is no way to 
fix the road without the proper right- 
of-way.” 

According to Pool, both Attomey 
Joe Sawyer, who owns property on 
the road, and Lawrence Creel have 
both been unsuccessful in their at- 
tempt to obtain right-of-way deeds 
along the road. 

“If ya’ll would, somebody take a 
look at it and see if you can do 
something to help me because I’m 
wearing out my equipment keeping 
up the road,” said Salter. 

Creel assured Salter, ‘We'll 
check on the road.”

However, Pool did state that the 
question has recently been raised 
again statewide, but no concrete de 
cision has been made concerning the 
matter 

In the past, the county highway 
department has assisted towns such 
as New Brockton in grading dirt 
roads within their city limits. This 
has been done at the town’s request 
because they had no motor graders 
with which to do the work. 

The commission agrecd to get 
with New Brockton officials and see 
what can be done in getting Medley 
Road in “better shape.” 

Medley also brought to the com- 
missioners’ attention the existence of 
a water drainage problem at Wooten 
Chapel Church. 

He noted that when it rains, water 
more or less surrounds the church 
sometimes getting almost knee deep.

This was an error, 
The murder occurred in Enter 
prise.) 

The Enterprise Police Department 
has arrested four individuals and 
charged them with capital murder in 
the shooting death of Ronald Tal 
madge Henderson, age 30, of Enter 
prise 

Actually, there are two charges of 
capital murder in the shooting. One 
is for murder during a robbery and 
the other is for murder by firing into 
a motor vehicle and killing the vic 
tim, 

Arrested and charged in the case 
are: Willie Lourawels Adams, age 
20, Dale Edward Green, age 38, Lar- 
ry Junior Brooks, age 32, and Robert 
Earl Council, age 20, all of Enter- 
prise. 

Three of the suspects, Adams, 
Green, and Brooks, were arrested on

According to 12th Judicial Dis- 
trict Attorney Jocl Folmar, Hender- 
son’s car was riddled with bullet 
holes. 

If any of the defendants are found 
guilty in either or both of the capital 
charges, they face a sentence of life 
imprisonment without the possibility 
of parole or the death penalty.

Even if only on f the defen 
dants actually pulled the trigger, they 
iil can be tried and sentenced a 
they personally fired the shots kill 
ing Henderson. This is due to the 
fact that Alabama observes the Com 


plicity Law. 

All of the murder suspects pres 
ently in custody are being held in the 
Coffee County Jail without bond 

In an unrelated shooting incident, 
a New Brockton man was shot and 
killed last Friday, July 22. 

Roderick Stanley Allen, age 28, 
was found by Enterprise police at the 
Big/Little Store located on the by- 
pass near AL Hwy. 167. 

Allen was taken to Medical Cen- 
ter Enterprise where he later died of 
a single gunshot wound to the mid- 
section of his body. 

Although police have a suspect in 
the shooting, which is thought to 
have occurred in New Brockton, no 
arrest has been made in the case. 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by the Enterprise Police De- 
partment, the New Brockton Police 
Department, the District Attorney’s 
Office and the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Sciences.

COUNCIL GOES BEHIND CLOSE DOORS TO DISCUSS TWO OF TOWN'S EMPLOYEES 


New Brockton citizen lodges complaint against police officer

In recent meetings of the New 
Brockton Town Council, members 
have spent almost as much time in 
execulive séssion as regular session. 
Monday evening's meeting was no 
exception! 

After moving slowly through an 
18 item agenda, the council went be- 
hind closed doors to discuss “the 
good name and character” of two 
city employees. 

After hearing accusations against 
police officer Harry Laird by Nancy 
Carnley, the council voted to go into 
executive session. 

Making the motion to do so was 
Councilman Jack Caradine. He also 
included in his motion that Jerome 
Moore, an employee with the street 
department, be discussed also. There 
was no reason given for the inclu- 
sion of Moore in the discussion. 

Carnley, in addressing the coun- 
cil, stated that Officer Laird, on two 
separate occasions, entered her home 
without her knowledge and without 
a search warrant. She said that all of 
her doors and windows were secure- 
ly locked at the time. 

“It disturbs me greatly,” said Car- 
ley. “What disturbs me even more 
greatly is the fact that he [Laird] has 
questioned my two minor children 
without a juvenile officer being 
present. 

“He has asked them personal 
questions like - Where do I buy my 
groceries? How much do I spend_on 
my groceries? Whom do I date?” 

Carnley also alleged that Laird 
had reported her to the Department 
of Human Resources (DHR) as hay- 
ing an unfit and unhealthy house. 

She said that the DHR investigat- 
ed and listed it as unfounded claims. 


Carnley told council members 
that she did not like being harassed 
by Officer Laird, any other police of- 
ficer or the City of New Brockton. 

During her address to the council, 
she alluded to other individuals who 
allegedly has had problems with Pa- 
trolman Laird. 

“I’m telling you now - I’m not 
happy about being harassed,” said 
Carnley. “My civil rights have been 
violated and I expect ya'll to do 
something about it!”

Mayor Kathryn Holley asked, 
“Officer Laird, do you agree with 
the statements that were made?” 

“No! All of her so called allega- 
tions are totally unfounded,” an- 
swered Laird. “And I deny any of 
them and all of them.” 


At this point in the meeting is: 


when Caradine made his motion that 
the council go into executive ses- 
sion, 

After meeting behind closed 
doors for approximately 45 minutes, 
the council reappeared. 

Mayor Holley asked if there was 
a motion from the council on the 
status of Officer Laird. 

Councilman Caradine made.a mo- 
tion, with a second from Lewis, that 
Officer Laird be dismissed. The vote 
on the motion was a tie. Caradine, 
Lewis, and Cole voted in favor while 
Holley, Miles, and Marler cast nay 
votes. 

In the matter concerning Moore 


(whatever it was), a motion by Marl- 
er that he be fired died for the lack 
of a second. 

The council voted to have the al- 
legations made by Carnley against 
Laird thoroughly investigated. 

One citizen suggested that the Al- 
abama Bureau of Investigation han- 
dle the investigation. 

When the Mayor recommended 
the District Attorney's Office, Penny 
Wright, Carnley’s mother, who was 
at the meeting, objected stating that 
the Mayor’s husband works with the 
DA’s Office. 

Joe Sawyer, the town’s attorney, 
was instructed to enlist the proper 
authorities to investigate the matter. 

In approving the minutes of the 
July 18th meeting of the council, 
Councilman Charles Cole offered an 
amendment to the motion. 

Cole moved that the appoint- 
ments made by Mayor Holley be 
null and void. Holley had made 
changes in council members coordi- 
nating activities between the council 
and the town’s different depart- 
ments. 

He also asked in his motion that 
the accusations made by Mayor Hol- 
ley against Police Chief Charles 
Driggers be deleted from the min- 
ules. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council voted 3-2-1 in favor 
of Cole’s motion. Voting for were: 
Cole, Caradine, and Roseann Lewis. 
Casting nay votes were Holley and 
Robert Miles. Councilman Clinton 


, Marler abstained. 


Turning to other matters, Council- 
man Miles read a letter from police 
officer David Kurpa requesting a 
leave of absence from July 20 until 
October 3. 

He stated as his reason for the 
leave as being flood damage and oth-

SPECIAL COUNCIL MEETING OFFERS NO SOLUTION 
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City of Elba facing financial crisis

The Elba City Council was of one 
mind Monday night in their special 
mecting called to address their self 
described “financial crisis.” They 
ended the special meeting with unan- 
imous agreement to table further dis- 
cussion of the matter before the 
council. 

The next regular session of the 
city council is scheduled for Monday 
night, August 8th, at 6:15 p.m. 

They met for over two hours ex- 
pressly for the purpose of dealing 
with the fact expenses are greater 
than income, 

First however, they had to go ir 
executive session to deal with a per- 
sonnel matter relating to the police 
department. 


When the open meeting resumed, 
Mayor Ricky Haywood explained to 
council members just how bad he 
considered the problem to be. 

The mayor reminded council 
members that the W & E Board 
bailed out the city about this time 
last year but, “The Water and Elec- 
tric doesn’t have the money to trans- 
fer to us‘this time.” 

He did say the city should have 
enough cash to make payroll this Fri- 
da 


Charts estimating revenues and 
expenses for the four months of July, 
August, September and October had 
been prepared by bookkeeper Murry 
Hardwick and wete reviewed by 
council members. The charts show 
the city with a $199,894.50 shortfall 
of operating income. These numbers 
were compiled in late June. They do 
not reflect any cost or federal rey- 
enue from the July flooding which 


made 16 arrests and answered 13 
complaints during the month of July. 
The arrests ranged from public in- 
toxication to felony escape. 

He told council members that 
there had been three (3) shooting in- 
cidents in New Brockton and that 
they were presently under investiga- 
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resulted in Coffee County being de- 
clared a disaster area by President 
Clinton. 

Haywood reminded council mem- 
bers he had proposed the 1¢ sales tax 
almost a year before it was enacted; 
had proposed reverting back to a city 
court system and had talked about a 
city owned cable TV system. He not- 
ed none of those were quick-fix pro- 
posals and neither the city court nor 
the cable system materialized, Hay- 
wood said he was not there to crit- 
icize anyone, but to discuss the prob- 
lem and possible solutions. 

“I hope you have some ideas we 
have not thought about,” the mayor 
added. 

The balance of the meeting was 
Spent in informal discussion with a 
council member at either elbow, 
long lapses of silence and occasional 
questions to Hardwick about some 
facet of city income or expense.
